Is Compulsory Training Defeatism? 


The editorial ping-pong ball of recent 
weeks has been Peace-Time Military graining. 
Our question is, which end of the table are 
we as Catholics to play at? Certainly, we 
must not watch the battle from the sidelines. 
We must become active, in it with bur own 
reasoned, enlightened fonvictions. - 


Such a proposal for compulsory post-war 
military conscription seems to express de- 
featism— and at a time when confidence in 
our ideals is most needed. That a democracy 
must resort to totalitarian principle* to en- 
sure peace, is an admission of lack of faith 
in democracy. That an administration must 
propose military conscription as a solution 
for America’s potential unemployment prob- 
lems, rather than develop a sound economic 
program (which was pledged to the people in 
campaign oratory), is a betrayal of the Am- 
erican ballot. How the winds havefi changed 
since election day! ' ” | 

Two principle arguments presented in 
favor of conscription are that it will protect 
the country from threats of future wars and 
that it will improve our youth physically. 
The first argument is the old militaristic 
idea of peace: the easiest way to get into 
war is to build a huge military machine. As 
for argument two, plenty of good food, good 


housing, adequate medical care, and phyisoal 
training programs are the surest guaranties 
of a nation’s physical stability. Americans 
do not want, the game of war substituted for 
the game of baseball as America’s national 
pastime. Incidentally, military training again 
would benefit only those least in need of it. 

accepted into the army. 

Discerning in the proposal a great moral 
problem, the Catholic hierarchy has taken a 
determined stand against post-war conscrip- 
tion. The proponents evidently have over- 
looked the moral aspect. Writes the Ver. 
Rev. Edward Stanford, O.S.A., in “The Case 
Against Peace-Time Conscription,’,’ “Peace- 
time conscription, as presently proposed, will 
be more detrimental than helpful to our 
country. It will be detrimental to the morale 
of our youth, it will be detrimental to our 
vocations and careers of our youth, it will 
be detrimental to the religion and morals 
of our youth, .it will fe detrimental to our 
political and social institutions.” 

This is the crux of the problem in the eyes 
of Catholics. It is the principle objection we 
as Catholics must have against the proposal. 
Moral values must hold the primary position 
in the hierarchy of values. Compulsory mili- 
tary training is no exception. 
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Lent: “Accentuate The Positive” 


—If any man come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross daily, and fol- 
low me.” (Luke 9:23). Here Christ tells us 
what Christian self-denial is: not a refrain- 
ing from sin, but a giving up of what we 
might lawfully use. . ■ •/ , - 

Christ did not have to come down to earth. 
He did not have to save us. He denied Him- 
self and took up His cross. “Cod so loved 
the world that He gave his only-begotten 
son.” (John 3:16). Sel f-denial. And Christ 
so loved us that “being rich, He became 
poor for your sakes.” (II Cor. 8:9). The 
Saviour’s self-denial
